He eould tell you to almost 
the year. To be a judge of old Irish glass 
is a rare distinction, for in that there 
are no guiding’ marks or tokens to tell 
you its probable date. Yet Mr. Westropp 
could say its period and place of origin 
with certainty, His, knowledge of old 
Dublin pottery was profound.

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ABYSSINIA AND ITALY | 


TO THE EDITOR OF. THE IRISH TIMES. 

Simn,—Some four or five months ago the 
then British Foreign Secretary and the French 
Minister endeavoured to bring the war to a 
close by proposing a settlement which, while 
preserving for ey ong a great deal of its 
territory, would have given Italy a great 
amount of spoil. The two. statesmen were, 
no doubt, as keen 1s ever on an ideal aim 
for the League of Nations, but as the ideal 
was unattainable tliey became realists, They, 
with their fuller knowledge, probably antici- 
pated what has since happened, and they had 
the courage to propose that facts should be 
faced. Public opinion, however, refused to 
be guided or influenced, and the British 
Foreign Secretary had to resign his post. A 
séttlement at that time would have been im- 
measurably more favourable to the Abys 
sinians than any now likely to be conceded. 

At the meeting of the League Council a fort- 
night or so ago the present Foreign Secretary 
again found himself up against facts. Nothing 
likely to end the war at that stage could 
apparently be accomplished. Mr. Eden 
realised the position, and, without saying or 
doing anything to aggravate an already 
délicate situation, turned ‘his attention to an 
endeavour to avoid another and more serious 


war. The Rev. Bolton C. Waller would 
have preferred something more heroic. He 
would have had the imposition of oil 


sanctions again urged, regardless of all risks, 
although, as his second letter admits, they 


would have to be “ universally applied ” to 
be effective. To judge from what appears in 
the Press and much of what is said m the 
British Parliament, 4 great number of people 
are out to support the League all the time; 
so long as it does not involve their own 
country in war. 

Their position may be summed. up as sup- 
porting sanetions and more sanctions, but in 
the last resort do not bring us into the fight- 
ing. Mr. Waller is, however, more logical. 
He says: ‘Jt is better to risk a naval battle 
in the Mediterranean now than to head direct 
for a Europeati war.” Surely here Mr 
Waller allows idealism to run away with 
judgment.

The question then arises.whether this Army, 
or portion of this Army, should, under any 
circumstances whatever, protest against the 
actions of other parts of the same Army, 
however brutal and illegal they may be. 

We have plenty of precedents for the. action 
of soldiers before the Army became <Anglo- 
Irish, and afterwards till the latest times. 
Charles I. had his head cut off by'a Parlia- 
mentary Army, and James If. was driven 
from his throne by English soldiers. Coming 
close to the present times, Sir Edward Carson, 
with the full and public approval of General 
Lord Roberts and all the heads of the Army. 
founded and armed the Ulster Volunteers 
for thé avowed purpose to force the with- 
drawal of the Home Rule Bill just passed by 
the Anglo-Irish Parliament. The officers sta- 
tioned at the Curragh Camp refused to obey 
orders, and the men cheered General Gough 
when he returned from London, where he 
had been registering the fact. 

The acts of the soldiers and officers at the 
Curragh far exceeded both in breach of dis- 
cipline and political significance anything 
done by the Connaught Rangers; hut they 
were not punished. far from it. Nor had 
thev the same justification. 

The fact is that mutiny is a very unusual, 
and very objectionable, action for soldiers ta 
take, but there are moments in history when 
such motions are nnavyoidable and even. praise- 
worthy. When dealing with strife between 
a dominant conntry and one oppressed 
struggling for freedom, revolting soldiers 
have alwavs heen approved and praised, ex- 
cept by those whose “ patriotism prevented 
them from joining either side.” Tn my 
apinion, suiecessive generations will remember 
that the soldiers who svffered imprisonment 
and death from their owponents and neglect 
from their friends, will in company with 
those who fought in Treland be regarded as 
the real heroes of the Trish revolution.—

For exainple, one newspaper stated that 
the Cork race was expected to be the 
fastest held in Ireland since the days of 
the Irish Grand Prix. Actually the 
fastest speed returned in a Grand Prix 
was Caracdiola’s 85.88 m.p.h. in 1930. In 
1934 Austin Dobson averaged 88.72 m.p.h. 
in the Irish Motor Racing Club’s Phenix 
Park meeting,-while last year Luis Fontes’ 
speed was 90.96 m.p.h.

The fastest a in the history of the 
Grand Prix was Earl Howe’s 91.8' m.p.h, 
in 1931.

_ How fast will be Cork course be? It is 
impossible to say. Three new coursés 
were used Jast year—Bangor, Tallaght and 
Limerick—and in each case the handi- 
cappers, with every scrap of available 
information at their disposal, were out in 
their reckgning about speeds. Cork will 
be just as difficult to judge. 

R. E. L. Featherstonhaugh, after last 
year’s Limerick race, drove over the Cork 
cirenit, and subsequently spoke of a 100 
miles per hour lap. He probably was 
thinking of the Carrigrohane “ straight ”’ 
at the time. Since then the experts have 
modified their views about probable Cork 
speeds.

Considering the class of cars taking part 
the race should undoubtedly be faster 
than any other in Ireland, with the 
possible exteption of the Phoenix Park.

After these first four holes the. fun 
really begins, and it is fun, too, In front 
bf the sixth tee there is a cliff approxi- 
mately forty feet high, dropping te the 
fairway below.

HE one hundred and sixty-eighth Exhibi- 
tion of the Royal Academy of Arts 
which will be opened on Monday shows 

a cme ag development of the modernist 
style: o are examples confined to 
one or two ies; they are to be found 
everywhere side by side, with what the 
modernists describe as phs. Some 
are undeniably powerful works of art, even 
if the figures or scenes appear distorted or

THE JUBILEE PICTURE 


Trish interests are unusually few in any 
direction. The great picture of the year must 
inevitably be that depi-ting the Jubilee Ser- 
vice last May in St. Pau:’s Cathedral,. The 
work of Mr. Frank Salisbury, it is a mass 
of glowing colour, but the artist has subJued 
all other tints to the scarlet of the Yield- 
Marshal’s uniform worn by King George. 
with the result that he stands forth 
prominently, and yet remote, though sur- 
rounded by hundreds. The portrait of the 
King is a very striking one, as he stands 
looking before him with a serious, almost sad, 
expression. Near him Queen Mary is a 
regal figure, in silvery white and palest pink, 
wearing the.Garter. Ribbon of blue. Behind 
her are King Edward, the Princess Royal and 
the other members of the Royal Family, with 
little Princess Elizabeth and Princess Mar- 
garet Rose ju their pink frocks in the fore- 
ground. 

Across the background stretch serried ranks 
of ministers, statesmen, judges, soldiers, 
Indian Princes and other great men im the 
State. Scores of the figures can be easily re- 
cognised. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, then 
Prime Minister, Mr. Baldwin, Lord Sankey, 
Lord Hewart, Mr. Lloyd George and Sir John 
Simon are among the most prominent. On 


their magnificent’ rebes—the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Bishop of London, with the 
Dean and Canons of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
and some of the children of the Chapel Royal 
in their Tudor coats. The diilficulties attend- 
ont on the production of such a work are 
evident, but Mr. Salisbury has done wonders 
in making the scene appear almost lifelike 
and human, in spite of the masses of people 
who, of necessity, had to provide his back- 
ground. 


LYING-IN-STATE 


Another picture that is likely to attract 
much attention -is one by Mr. Beresford of 
“ The Lying-in-State in Westminster Hall,” 
with the four sons of King George mounting 
guard. The artist has made a majestic 


spedtiacie of the bier, with the purple steps, [ 
t 


e crimson and ermine of the Parliament 
robes, the red, blue and yellow of the Royal 
Standard, the sparkle of the jewels of the 
Crown and Orb, and the faint colours of 
Queen Mary's wreath. King Edward stands 
at the head of the coffin, with the Duke of 
York at the foot, the Duke of Gloucester on 
the right, and the Duke of Kent on the left. 
There is little attempt at portraiture, as the 


ainting is not very large, but the artist has 
sm able to give each figure something 
characteristic, apart from the varied uniforms, 
that is quite satisfying. The pine of the 
vast Hall, with its great window at the end, 
its tracery outlined in the dawning light, the 
earven roof, and the almost ghost-like crowd 

assing along in the distance, complete a very 


interesting and notable picture. 


IRISH WORKS 


Mr. John Keating sends only one picture 


| this year—a study .of Irish peasant life. 


A man, wearing a rough and tattered 
coat; a striking-looking woman, all but 
her face covered with a crimson cloak;

title of this study, which, if not particularly 
attractive, is certainly very powerful.

One American 
woman is reported to have been killed, 
and Dr. Melly, the British Red Cross 
man, has been wounded; but most of the 
foreigners have been given sanctuary in 
one or other of the foreign Legations 
which lies outside the town, and, so far, 
there has been no suggestion of an anti- 
foreign cathpaign.

In the closing years of the last century,

Housman himself would offer no clue, and 
his poems must speak for themselves, or 
not at all. To the reader of 1896 they pre- 
sented a new and disquieting interpreta- 
tion of life. They were simple ; they were 
lucid with a fastidious classical chasteness. 
and they were desperately sad, As the 
poet now takes his way to the town ‘‘ where 
friends are ill to find,’’ those who bid him 
farewell may seck, in human kindness, to 
discover in his work something of hope and 
confidence to encourage the world he has 
relinquished. It is not there. To senti- 
mentalise his song is to deny the relentless 
sincerity which is in every line. As a 
poet, as a scholar, as a critic, Housman 
would have nothing to do with compromise. 
The intellectual dishonesty which would 
soften and explain away what he has put 
so clearly was infinitely distasteful to 
him. His purity of phrase, and the 
classical intensity of his vision, have 
indeed, much that is lovely to offer those 
who shrink from his stern and inflexible 
pessimism. He made a corner of England 
his own, with its coloured counties and its 
twelve-winded skies, its cherry “ wearing 
white for Eastertide,’’ the cressy brink of 
its rivers, and the forest fleece of the 
Wrekin. In their capture of this beauty 
at first hand, and the nostalgic remem- 
brance of it in absence, these poems are 
among the most beautiful that the local 
patriotism, as it may be called, of modern 
English poetry has to give. Yet the 


pessimism is always there—not the back-

Italy is virtually bank- 
rupt. The loss of her foreign trade has 
crippled her financially; her gold reserve 
is on the point of exhaustion, and her 
people are in a sorry condition, Is she 
to be rewarded now for her act of inter- 
national brigandry in North-East Africa? 
Signor Mussolini probably will strut about 
the Roman Corso, imagining that he is 
the reincarnation of Julius Cesar because 
his generals have butchered a few thousand 
Abyssinians; but the butcher’s bill must 
be paid, and without the help of Western 
Europe Italy will not be able to pay it. 
Doubtless, we shall hear the usual argu- 
ments about Bolshevism and the like.

EMPEROR WANTED TO 
FIGHT ON 


ROME, Sunday. 
Italian troops are expected to enter 
Addis Ababa at any moment.

“ VERITABLE 
REVOLUTION” 


GHIAR : 
DESERTERS INVADE 
CAPITAL TO LOOT 
PARIS, Sunday. 


A veritable revolution has broken out 
in Addis Ababa, according to a telegram 
received to-night by the French Govern- 
ment from M. Paul Bodard, the French 
Minister, through his wireless set. Any 
estimate of the number of dead is, so far, 
iapossinls, but the messages indicate that 
fighting is proceeding on a big scale and 
casualties are high. 

Immediately after the departure of the 
authorities deserters from the army 
swarmed into the capital and started 
looting. Liquor stores were seized, and 
an orgy of drunken rioting followed, with 
the pillagers cutting each other’s throats. 

Hundreds of plunderers are leaving the 
city laden with booty, according to a 
report received this evening via Djibuti. 
It is now dangerous to enter the city even 
by car, as any foreigner is likely to be a 
target for armed desperadoes. 

The sound of firing goes on incessantly. 
Three French subjects who were saved 
from rioters have been brouzht to safety 
in the Legation. 

In a message late to-night M. Bodard 
said: “ We are expecting an attack on 
the .Legation any time to-night. We are 
ready. Still no news of the Italians.”’ 


CUT OFF 

Several French subjects have taken re- 
fuge in the railway station, and communi- 
eation with them is cut off. —All are be- 
lieved to be safe, but the. railway 
dépéts. are ablaze. 

Two Armenians, who were under French 
protection, were killed in desultory shoot- 
ing by soldiery retreating towards the 
capital. 

The entire centre of the city has been 
laid waste. The principal buildings, in- 
cluding the post office, the headquarters 
of the tobacco monopoly and the VUustoms 
House, are smouldering ruins. Other 
streets are strewn with bodies, many cf 
which have been mutilated. 


BRITISH TO HELP 
AMERICANS 


In a message sent off yesterday at 4 
p.m. Addis Ababa time (3 p.m. London 
time) ‘Mr. Engert, the United States 
Minister, said the Italian vanguard was 
only about ten or twelve miles from the 
capital, and there was no evidence cf 
Abyssinian resistance to the invaders. 

Mr. Engert also reported that an 
Abyssinian child had been shot down near 
the front gate of the Legation. Reports 
that the raob were approaching prompted 
him to ask British officials to send lorries 
to the Legation to supervise the evacuation 
of Greeks, Russians and Armenians «ho 
were seeking safety there. Among the

Weta announcement that the Admiralty 
intends, to invite tenders shortly -cr 
over thirty vessels for the new construction 
rogramme has created much interest in 
lfast shipbuilding circles. am in- 
formed officially that Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff, Ltd., who now are on the Admiralty 
list, intend to send in. tenders for a 
number of vessels. i 

The orders are to be placed early in the 
autumn, and if the Belfast firm is success- 
ful in securing a substantial portion of the 
orders, work will be started next winter, 
and for two years or so will give much 
needed employment to several thousand 
men. 

Orders, it is understood, will be placed 
also on the Clyde, the Tyne, and at 
Barrow, Birkenhead, and other shipbuild- 
ing centres. 

There is over 21 per cent. of unemploy- 
ment in the shipbuilding and ship-repair- 
ing industry in Northern Ireland, so that 
there is no shortage of skilled labour to do 
any work entrusted to the Belfast ship- 
yard by the Admiralty. 

One effect of the increased employment 
in the Belfast shipbuilding industry will 
be a reduction in the payments from the 
British Exchequer to the Northern Un- 
employment Fund, under the re-insurance 
agreement between Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


THE PENELOPE 


The cruiser Penelope now is being com- 
pleted at Belfast. She is a vessel of the 
Arethusa class, of 5.200 tons, with a horse- 
power of 64,000, and an estimated speed of 
32 knots. The keel plate was laid and the 
first rivet driven by the Duke of 
Gloucester, and she was launched on 15th 
October last. 

At the launch of the Penelope Mr. F. E. 
Rebbeck, D.L., chairman of Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, said that henceforth 
they would be able to play their part in 
the building of ships for the Navy. They 
had the largest shipbuilding establishment 
in the world, with foundations and equip- 
ment second to none, and it was obvions 
that there would be no requirement of the 
Admiralty in the future that they could 
not meet, up to the largest capital ship 
likely to be contemplated. The Penelope 
was the first warship to be launched in 
Belfast since Messrs. Harland and Wolff's 
establishment was definitely recognised as 
one of the regular warship building yards 
of the country. 

Rear-Admiral St. Aubyn B. Wake, C.B., 
Director of Naval Equipment, speaking at 
the launch, said that he had no doubt that 
the Penelope would come up to expecta- 
tions, aid he would take more than an 
ordinary interest in the vessel. He added 
that should the Navy be rebuilt, he ho 
personally that Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
would come well into the picture. It was 
the policy of the Admiralty to spread the 
orders, so as to give a fair share of the 
work to the various parts of the British 
Isles. it must be their aim and object to 
do this in order to get the greatest 
efficiency in the building and equipment of 
ships at the lowest cost. He hoped that 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff would be able 
to say that they could compete with other 
ports in both respects, and so maintain 
their gonnection with the Royal Navy, and 
he hoped that their ships would be big 
ones.

THE EMPEROR 
WITHDRAWS

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: The invasion of Abyssinia came 
to its successful climax on Saturday, 
when the Emperor, after some final con- 
sultations in the capital, made a sudden 
decision to leave his country for French 
territory. It cannot. yet be said with 
certainty whether he was impelled by the 
state of feeling which he found on his 
return to Addis Ababa from a long 
absence at the fighting front, or whether 
the project of moving his Government 
westward proved impracticable, or 
whether—as there is too much reason to 
think—his frail physical frame was worn 
beyond further endurance. All these 
motives probably had their influence, and 
no one who is living in peace, at a dis- 
tance, will lightly blame him for what, at 
the best, must have been a heart-rending 
choice. For seven months he had led a 
scattered and unorganised people, with 
no experience of regular warfare and 
virtually devoid of effective weapons, in 
a gallant and hopeless resistance to the 
armies of a great European nation, long 
trained and equipped for this particular 
adventure, screened in their advance by 
enormous -native levies, and furnished 
with every modern invention for shower- 
ing death and destruction on a defenceless 
country. 

The report leaves no doubt at all that 
it was the use of poison gas, which the 
Italians, in company with all the civilised 
nations, had solemnly abjured,_ that 
proved the decisive factor in breaking 
that resistance. It was a needless 
act of bad faith and barbarity ; for there 
was no longer any real doubt about the 
outcome of the war. Failing some 
incredible accident, or some intervention 
from outside, there could be but one end 
to it, and the last few weeks have made 
it fore and more apparent that no such 
help was forthcoming. For this deplorable 
situation there is sieiady some expected, 
but most unjust, disposition to condemn 
the British Government—on the one hand 
for having failed to go to war single- 
handed with Italy for the protection of a 
fellow-member ef the League, and, on the 
other hand, for having played too promi- 
nent a part in the endeavour to make 
collective action by the League a reality. 
The two charges obviously cancel each 
other out, and no one who looks back over 
the events of the last year can, in fact, 
produce a single case—with one unifortu- 
nate exception—in which the Government 
has wavered for a moment from a definite 
line of action most clearly laid down and 
placed on record. | 
More and more as the world draws closer 
together, adds The Times, it will require 
a focus and meeting mé for the discus- 
sion and settlement of its problems.

THE WRONG ANGLE 
Speaking at a meeting of the Dublin 


Trades Union Council, Senator Michael 
Duffy said that the whole question of 
hospitals in the Irish Free State had been 
approached from the wrong angle. Con- 
siderable sums of money had been spent 
on the country hospitals, but if anyone 
could have visualised the amount of money 
that would be made available through the 
Hospitals’ Sweeps, a very different scheme 
of organisation would have been adopted. 

“If the hospital question had to be 
tackled again, or if it were tackled by far- 
seeing men,” he said, “ there would be 
four, five. or six central hospitals 
established in the State, with upwards of 
2,000 beds in each. These hospitals would 
be staffed by medical experts of every de- 
scription, and every different type of 
disease would be treated in the one 
hospital. In this way they could be used 
as teaching hospitals, and the students 
would gain the widest possible ex- 
perience.”’ ; 

Senator Duffy holds that all the Dubin 
hospitals are incomplete, and that the 
county hospitals were blind alleys for some 
of the excellent medical practitioners who 
had been appointed to them. Really 
brilliant men, he said. were stagnating in 
some of thesé hospitals. 

He holds, too, that the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission shirked the problem of the Dublin 
hospitals because of the vested interests 
which he claims exist in a number of these 
hospitals. He feels that in the end 
Dublin will be left with a number of in- 
efficient hospitals, of mo great value to 
anyone except those who control them. 

Ir. P. T. Daly on the same occasion 
said that the Commission had surrendered 
completely to pressure from the vested in- 
terests, and that its 
were of little value as a result. He 
strongly supported the claim for a muni- 
cipal hospital. 

Mr. S. Murphy, Chemists’ Assistants’ 
Branch, Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks, said that he often 
saw dispensary doctors working for hours 
and hours beyond their normal time in 
an endeavour to get patients taken into 
the existing Dublin hospitals, bat with- 
out seccess. A municipal hospital was 
an absolute necessity. 


A CONTRIBUTORY SCHEME 
Mr. Gilbert Lynch advocates a muni- 
cipal hospital independent of the Dublin 
Union, a plan which has the support of 
the Dublin Trades Union Counci He 
holds that there should be a contributory 
- scheme of one penny per week per worker 
to give patients a claim on the hospital. 
Virtually all who represent the workers 
through the trade unions are of opinion 
that hospital treatment should be avail- 
able as a right, and not as a favour. They 
hold that the medical profession, as a 
whole, does not accept the views a 
at last Friday’s meeting. They agree with 
a recent statement made by Mr. Heron 
that the growing levelling up and down 
of incomes has abolished for ever the 
times when the “ leading lights of the 
medical profession maid their experi- 
ence from the poor and their incomes by 
exploiting the rich.”” They hold that 
eventually the making of medical treat- 
ment a social service, chargeable on rates

HE Dennisdale Tragedy isa “‘ thriller’ 
with a difference. Nowadays it is 
fashionable to read detective stories, and 
one hears constantly of the way in which 
the great men of our times seek mental 
relaxation in the pages of utterly worth- 
less “ bloods,’’ which have exciting plots 
and very little else to commend them. 
Henry Andover, whose nom-de-plume 
conceals the name of a member of the 
British nobility, tells an exciting story ; 
but he does very much more. ‘He has a 
delicate sense of style, which will be missed 
by those readers who skim the pages in 
order to find out who really committed 
the murézr—and Mr. Andover has two 
perfectly good bodies to be identified—but 
those who take the trouble to read the 
book through will be more than rewarded 
for their pains. The Dennisdale Tragedy 
contains some delightful descriptions ot 
scenes in the North of England, which 
the author evidently knows and loves.
